Toronto's repudiation of the stand ^ 
taken by their delegates at the conference will mean that 
the revenues of NFCUS for this year will be $2,500 less than 
provided for in the budget.

LOCISIANA, (IC.\cliange) —A 
tall, 17-year old .Vcgro — son of a 
.N'ow Orléans attorney — last nioiitii 
won the right to enroll In the 
combined college of arts and 
sciences and law at Louisuna 
State University. 

lly doing so, tbe xtuduiit — A. P. 
Tureaud, Jr. — liccaine tlio first of 
his race to gain admission to any 
of the South's white undergrad- 
uate schools. 

Tureaud was .•idmiitcd only 
after a serii'.'* of louri liallles 
witli tile iiiiivor.sily. LSI' aiKUcd 
that Southern University, n Negro 
school, has equal facilities for 
young p^M^jinteroBted In law. 
LSU added'tnat "because of tho 
iiistury, tiaditlona, cuatoniii and' 
usages of tlU! poople of tile state 
of Louisiana, seKragation ol 
whites and blacks is necessary to 
preserve and promote friendly re- 
lations 'pitd mutual understand- 
ing between white and coloured 
persons". 

U.S. District Judge J. Skclly 
Wrlghl upheld Tureaud's conten- 
tion that Sontliern's facilities did 
not compare with I.SIi's and said 
denial of adini.s.sioii "soIpv because 
of race and color" was contrary 
to a right granted the Negro l>y 
the .Kthaamendment. . ,

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Psychologist Sees 
No Reason For It

"I don't think tliat any study lias shown definitely that, 
at the freshman level, learning Latin is more beneficial than 
learning any other subject. There is positive transfer of 
training from Latin to otlier fields, but tliat is true of any 
subject, or, for that matter, of the Kinsey report." With 
these words Dr. Dalbir Bindra Associate Professor of Psy- 
chology at AIcGill pushed himself back from his desk and 
smiled. 

On. the other hand, he said, compulsory Latin may raise 
serious problems in morale. Moreover the negative attitude 
developed in the student through compelling him' to study 
a subject whose use cannot be satisfactorily explained to 
him may caiTy over to!the;ipibint where it can effect tliose 
subjects which arc really important to him. With this attitu- 
de, developed early in his university career, a major in Poli- 
tical Science and Economics might decide that History was 
of small importance to his studies in those fields and conse- 
quently might turn into a somewhat less than diligent his- 
tory student. 



A student suffcrliiR from such 
a negatlvo attitude, or from or- 
dinary lacic of interest, |g quito 
likely to seriously retard the pro- 
cress of ttiose students in ni.4 
class who are interested In tlio 
course and eager to get make 
rapid progress. 

LookinE at the situation from 
the point of view of the student 
concerned, Or. Dindra felt thai 
time spent on compuisury Latin 
could he spent with more profit 
on other subjects which are of 
direct bonlfit to the student In 
his chosen field. Again emphasiz- 
ing that study of Latin is no more 
beniticial than any other concen- 



Not Compulsory! 



Latin is, without a doubt) an essential 
liâk'in^the chain of good education; it is 
' a'funâamental prerequisite to the advanc- 
ed study of the English language, and a 
definite asset to the understanding of an- 
cient history and classic civilizations. 

Nevertheless, Lsitin sliould not, under 
any circumstances, be taught as a com- 
pulsory subject at McG ill. . 

These two propositions at first glance 
seem diametrically opposed to one another, 
yet they may, in fact, be reconciled. 

Elsewhere in these columns, and on this 
page, there appear opinions of various pi o- 
fessors and students regarding the teach- 
ing of compulsory Latin to McGill fresh- 
men. Most of these viewpoints can be ex- 
pressed by either the first or second of the 
above statements. However, they arc not 
mutually exclusive. 

. The study of Latin is of vast importan- 
ce to all who wish to obtain a broad, libe- 
ral education. The claim that Latin should 
not be taught because it is of no direct 
practical value — as is mechanical engin- 
eering, for example — is indicative of the 
trend, all too prevalent today, towards ex- 
treme 'secularism and materialism in uni- 
versities. If the university is to lie a glor- 
ified trade scliool with the chief task of 
providing students with practical training, 
thén this stand must certainly be accepted. 



But a university Tnust be more than 
that; its role, and that of the Arts faculty 
in particular, must be one of a guide, lead- 
ing his charges along the paths of clear 
thought and critical examination. As an 
aid in the development of thought and a 
part of our cultural heritage, Latin lias 
an uncontestable place. 

Whether, on the other hand, students 
who have completed four years of high 
school Latin as a prerequisite for entrance 
into Arts should be forcibly suijjectcd to 
another at McGill, is a^ different matter. 
That students who intend to continue in 
languages or history require further train- 
ing-in Latin, and possibly Greek too, is 
understood. It would seem, liowever, that 
other Arts students, already armed with 
Latin fundamentals, should have the op- 
portunity of replacing it with another 
course more in line with their specific in- 
terests. The subject ^ would then be very 
similar in status to philosophy: a course 
of study without which one's general edu- 
cation is incomplete, yet not an academic 
burden pushed forcibly into a student's 
curriculum. 

Let us, by all means, continue to teach 
Latin. Lot us also, liowever, drop the arch- 
aic custom of compelling students to learn 
it.

The Cadaverous Classics 



Most students have been subjected at 
some time or another to the certain cour^ 
ses in Latin or Greek. Certain arguhients 
are commonly given to favour the contin- 
uation of teaching these languages in our 
high schools and universities.' • 

It is often said that the study of the 
classical languages creates orderly flunk- 
ing. The argument is simply that complex- 
ity in thought promotes simplicity in 
thought. The more com])lcx the system of 
thought, the more orderly the mind. There 
is no evidence for this nor is this a good 
argument for the continued study of Latin, 
since o'nc suspects that mental exercises 
could be ai-ranged from more important 
material. 

Latin and Greek enthusiasts often say 
that the study of these languages teaches 
a person to think. It is amusing to note 
that these people, supposedly having bene- 
fited from their studies, never think to ex- 
amine the basis of the expressions whicii 
they throw about to support their views. 
No matter how often the statement is made, 
there is ABSOLUTELY NO BASIS IN 
FACT for the statement that training in 
the classics, or with their cousins, the non- 
sense syllai)lcs, improves thinking. One 
jnight suspect that the process of vast me- 
morizations tends to dull thought rather 
than to favour it. 

" No doubt a great feeling of accomplish- 
ment" surges forth when the scholar reads 
a Greek work in the original. This is no ar- 
gument. There is even a greater feeling of 
accomplishment at pulling off a difficult 



bui'glary. Why advocate the one and not 

the other? 

If one is interested in the Greek and 
Roman contribution to the world, would 
not use of a translation be better than 
ploughing slowly the original? A good 
translation permits a more rapid and 
thorough study. Other investigations, es- 
pecially in archeology, for worshippers of 
the antique, could be turned to with the 
saved time. Other periods of history and 
other civilizations have contributed to man- 
kind. 

The continuing study of the classics is 
mainly based on historical precedent. Ex- 
pressly for this reason their use is contin- 
ued in biology where structures have been 
already named. Still this is no excuse for 
extensive study. A few Aveeks on the ele- 
mentary rules are all that would be necessa- 
ry to the scientist. 

While Latin and Greek have influenced 
our language and hence are to be studied 
by the etymologist, to suggest that a per- 
son should memorize the meanings of an 
anicent language in order to guess at tlie 
meanings of big words in English is to be 
absurd. 

The student arguing about the import- 
ance of language study should not forget 
that there are other important languages 
which should be learned. A study of Rus- 
sian would be more beneficial. 

In conclusion it is to be noted that 
Latin and Greek have historical influences 
and culture which are worthy of the atten-

'So What?" It is good question, 
but there Is a better answer, 
i.alln I» not a study Ilnilled to 
pedants and tho department of 
obscurities; it is sometliing func- 
tional, something to bo utilized 
and enjoyed by all of mankind. 

I sliall never forget my first 
Classics professor. He had Just 
rolurned from four years with 
tho army and was very fond of 
telling us how Latin saved his 
life. Ap|)arontiy, a shell fragment 
struck a copy of the Aeneid 
which ho was carrying with him, 
and was thus prevented from 
penetrating tho heart. Here, as 
many other cases, Virgil in the 
pocket proved more salutary than 
Virgil in the hand. This does not 
obviate the fact that it was Virgil 
and was functional. 

Many uses can bo found today 
for this dead language. Perhaps 
It is most cherished when it as- 
sumes an aesthetic roll. Who can 
resist tho flowing rhythm of tho 
dactylic hexameter (interspersed 
with Spondeo or Trocbco In the 
appropriate places) as found in 
Virgil's Acnold or Ovid's Meta- 
morphosis? Certainly not the 
average University Student. There 
Is little room for doubt concern- 
InR that calm, fixed and en- 
raptured look which filter? across 
tho freshman's faco when ho is 
subjected to such works. It could 
only be brought about by a truly 
moving and spiritunlly satlsfyin; 
cxpnrlnnco. You who would ah 
ollsh Latin, pause .mil think 
afialn. Will you Blay thcso Latin 
poets and leave us only such men 
as Shakespeare, Keats and Rlllot? 

There is atiother moro practical 
aspect of this subject. Since latin 
l3 the source of n great many of 
our Kngllsh words, It Is Im 
portant that wo should under- 
stand it. The reason for this 
might be made clearer by citing 
an incident which happened to 
my roomato early in his freshman 
year. On thl.s ooccasion, ho was 
strolling with a rather attractive 
Co-cd sophomoro one autumn 
evening when, in tho course of 
conversation, she mentioned tho 
word seduction. Pete found him- 
self quite embarrassed, as at that 
time, his vocabulaxy did not cover 
such subjects. In spite of this, 



howovor, ho gathered tho courage 
to admit his ignorance and re- 
quest a definition. There was no 
awkward pause as might have 
been oxpected; tho reply wat> 
prompt. 

"Seduce", he was informed," Is 

derived from a combination of 
two latin words; so, meanint; 
aside plus ducere, moaning to 
lead". 

Needless to say, tho rest of tho 
evening passed smoothly and 
pleasantly.

When nskod If the study of 
I-atin docs help in developing 
clear thought, Dr. D. O. Ilehb, 
Chairman of tho Department of 
Psychology had this to say: 
"There is transfer of IralnInK 
from Latin to other 8ui)Jccts in 
some circumstances. Tho proofs 
to tho contrary which abound In 
psychological literature arc 
'bunk'. They wore obtained by 
people who entered a biiuutloii 
where transfer of tralnluK had 
already taken place, and then 
went ahead lo prove tlmt there 
wos no further transfer of train- 
ing. 

Concerning the preferences of 
his department regarding Latin. 
Dr. Ilebb stated: "Wo like our 
students to get a good general 
education on tho undergraduate 
level; this means Latin, Greek, 
and as many other subjects as 
possible.

members, but unfortunately lliey have 
taken poor advice and are ai)plying the 
wrong remedy. The last few conferences 
have exposed nakedly a very Imsic disease 
in the federation, a disease that can be 
traced directly' to its relationship with 
Canadian students. There is something 
sorely lacking liere, sometliing without 
which the organization is meaningless. 
NFCUS has "failed to servo the student 
cominiinity, and tlie reason for this is sim- 
ply that no real student community exists 
in Canada. This is the ailment; now is it to 
be corrected? How can the organization 
help to mould a strong, informed commun- 
ity of scholars which recognizes and ac- 
cepts the challenge of responsibility at 
home and abroad? Tlic answer given by 
Ihc last two conferences is: let us first 
achieve unity .nt liome, develop a national 
student -consciousness by promoting na- 
tional projects, and forget about interna- 
tional resi)onsibilitics for the time being. 
Is such a policy valid? Will it provide a 
solution to the problem? Many people do 
not believe so, and this is why. 

In the first place, the idea of national 
unity has been very badly misconstrued, 
and the federation is labouring under a 
misconception. 'National .unity does not 
mean unanimous agreement with state- 
ments of policy and decisions of action. It 
1 means only that the wiiolc of the student 
body has considered a problem, and that 
a majority has reached a certain decision. 
It is total ])articipation which is required, 
not total agreement. Once the federation 
has ifnburdened itself of this false con- 
cept of unity, then it can proceed to develop 
a national consciotisness which grows out 
of more complete participation by the stur 
dents in the formulation of decisions, not 
complete agreement among them. 

How tlien is such a national conscious- 
ness to be developed? By insulating our- 
selves from tho rest of the world and work- 
ing on a natiçnal five year plan of cultural 
projects and activities? This is what the

dent body most, dreyy it togetli,er from 
coast to coast, challenged it to tliink ajjout 
something of significance and to reacli a 
considered opinion. It was the .question of 
the Russian stiident ,excl,iange. Tiiis >ya8 a 
challenge from outside; it demanded care- 
ful scrutiny by every student, for it dared 
him to face liis responsibility to the world 
and to examine his way of life. And it is 
.so with the question of associate member- 
ship with the lUS. The rest of the world 
looks on as we reply to these questions, 
and judges our intentions and our integrity 
by our answers. ' 

Two years ago we set fortli a sound 
and reasonable policy with regard to the 
lys. Unless that organization was willing 
to meet certain conditions whicit we plainly 
demanded, we would have nothing to do 
witli its activities. Now that there is a 
chance that these statements will at least 
be considered, we changcvour policy and 
say tliat an "investigation" must first be 
made. Such an investigation is utterly 
meaningless unless oiir International Act- 
ivities Commission communicates directly 
with tlie lUS, and again presents it with 
the conditions wliich we demand before 
we undertake any further association with 
it. But those who argue in support of this 
original attitiidc are now looked upon with 
suspicion. No wonder many people are be- 
ginning to ask which way the iron curtain 
faces. Then who will dare to stand between 
the barriers and look both ways? Our pif'es- 
ent policy is one of national isolationism. 
How long will it be before we grow up to 
our responsibilities and realize that this is 
a world of people, not a world of nations? 
If NFCUS will not face the challenge from 
abroad, it may be necessary to challenge 
it from within.
